FURS OF THE MIDDLE WEST 


Trapper* of the Middle States Are 


Gathering In Good Crops 


This Season. 


Despite the general opinion that most 


of the wild animals that inhabited the 
middle west a century ago have become 
extinct as a result of the march of civ- 
ilization, the contrary is true, and thou- 
sands of muskrats. skunks, raccoons, 
opossums, foxes and civet cats, with oc- 
casional minks or weasels, are killed, 
and their pelts sold for sums that in the 
aggregate would be a great surprise to 
the public not in touch with th"5"trapping 
trade. Not in years have rhe central 
Illinois trappers been so active as this 
year. 


One firm in Muscatine, la-, pays $3.000 


each week for hides. There are many 
firms scattered over Illinois which do 
an equally large business, and it is prob- 
ably safe to say that during the present 
season trappers will be paid in Illinois 
alone the sum of $100,000, while Iowa. 
Indiana and 
perhaps several other 


states of the middle west will expend 
equally large sums in this direction. 


The majority of the animals trapper! 


in the middle west are muskrats, which 
have the least attraction for the trap- 
per, as the pelts bring only 12 to 15 cents 
while skunks range from 50 cents to 
$2.50, according to the size and condi- 
tion; raccoon, from 50 cents to $1.75; 
opossum, from 25 to 75 cents; red foxes, 
from $1 to $5; civtt cats bring only 25 
cents.

Bet- 
ter guidance to the paths of success 
might, we believe, be offered by men 
•whose own lives have been failures. If

-won success — as the world counts it 
— by following in the footsteps of oth- 
er successful men? It is the original 
man who succeeds, -while the Imita- 
tor fails. ,To duplicate in detail of 
act and moral the life of 
Russell

of anyone. The chances are that a 
person "following" in

steps would end .up either in some

the college and the xinivereity for the 
man who has his own way to make in 
tne world is merely his opinion of a 
somewhat mooted question. Many a 
man at -the beginning of life has to 
decide for himself whether 
or not

cation, if it bo a commercial one, is 
not better than four years of college 
or university training, — if, in 
fact, 


the latter is not. so

time.

This 
was tliat they invariably met with 
failuie in their endeavors to induce 
farmers to put in what are known as 
"lockout" devices, by means of which 
every telephone on a party line be- 
comes practically a private wiie. In 
cities, the party line is considered a 
great nuisance, because there is no 
privacy in conversation, and all 
the 


bells on the line are rung each time 
a subscriber calls. 
Naturally, 
the 


managers of plants figured that this 
objection prevailed in the country al- 
so; but, almost without exception, 
they found that one of the great at- 
tractions to the farmer was that his 
telephone did ring each 
time 
the 


other sixteen or twenty people on the 
line rang up, and that he could hear 
or be overheard in conversation. It 
was a practical demonstration of the 
social hunger the farmer has endured 
for centuries, and which is now end- 
ed, thanks to the arrival of telephone 
competition.—Success Magazino.

there are few Individuals of higher 
reputed wealth in the United States. 
If, however, he were a man of wealth 
and nothing more this notice wo ild 
not have appeared in these pages. 


"Longworth is a problem aud a 


riddle; a problem worthy of the 
study of those who delight ia c-.xplor- 
ing that labyrinth of all that Is hid- 
den and 
mysterious, the 
human 


heart, and a riddle to himself an:l 
others. He is a wit and a humorist 
of a high order; of keen sagacity a:U 
shrewdness in many other respects 
than in money matters: one who cua 
be exact to a dollar and liberal, 
when he chooses, with thousands: ot 
marked peculiarity and tenacity la 
his own opinions, and vet of abun- 
dant tolerance to the opinion, how- 
ever extravagant, of others—a man 
of groat public spirit and sound gen- 
eral judgment. 
All these 
things 


rarely 
accompany 
tho 
acquisition 


and accumulation of riches.

Lowell, Mass. 


Portsmouth's superiority, 
both 


in argument and 
rebuttal, 
was 


undoubted. So completely did the 
young men of this city outclass 
the visitors that the decision of 
the judges was not needed to tell 
the audience which side had won. 


The Portsmouth team is now~'In a 


a position to claim the championship 
of two states. It already held a po- 
sition of acknowledged supremacy in 
New Hampshire and the Lowell team, 
defeated 
on 
Wednesday 
evening, 


claimed the championship of Massa- 
chusetts, a title w,hich would now ap- 
)ear to belong to Portsmouth. 


The question chosen 
for 
debate 


was. 
"Resolved—That, Napoleon Bona- 


parte was a greater man than George 
Washington." Portsmouth chose the 
affirmative side of this question and 
ably defended the great French sold- 
er and statesman. 


First honors must 
be 
given to 


Frank W. Kilburn, the leader of the 
Portsmouth team. It was 
he who 


both opened and closed the debate. 
At the very beginning, he gave his 
team a commanding position and his 
rebuttal fairly tore the arguments of 


is opponents to shreds. 
Of the Lowell men. Karl Herrick, 
harles Shaw and Frank W. 
Sulli- 


van, the second named spoke most 
convincingly in the arguments, but 
his rebuttal was unexpectedly weak. 


In 
opening, 
Kilburn 
graphically 


sketched the careers of both Wash- 
ington and Napoleon and made out a 
very strong case for the 
man 
he 


championed. Herrick 
followed 
him 


and \\-hile he spoke decidedly well, he 
was lebs positive and lar less con- 
vincing than Kilburn. 


C. Stanley McDaniel, 
the 
second 


man of the Portsmouth team, handled 
Washington's 
military 
reputation 


rather roughly and cited instances of 
almost fatal errors in the handling of 
the American Revolutionary troops. 
Shaw followed with a 
very 
clever 


gloiification of the military exploits 
of the Father of his Country. 


Herman A. Doolittle closed the ar- 


guments for Portsmouth and gave a 
comprehensive review of tne "careers 
ol both Bonaparte and Washington as 
statesmen. 
His 
main 
contention 


was tha; the t'oimer was himself the 
head of his country's aepaitmcnts of 
state and finance, while Washington 
depended lar«el\ upon his advisers 
Hamilton, Doolittle btlie\ed, was the 
man who actually steered the Uni 
ted States thiough the first storms 
years of its existence-. Sullivan's ar 
gument was mainly a rather incohei 
ent effoi t to prove Napoleon a man 
of grossly immoral character. 


Shaw failed almost comple'ely ii 


his rebuttal, while Kilburn excelled 
oven his earlier effort. 


Portsmouth's arguments co\crcd a 


imu-h wider range than those of Low 
ell and showed a far more compro 
honsive knowledge of the subject tin 
dor discussion. There was evidenc 
of more careful preparation and great 
or confident, this in spito of the fac 
that tho Lowell debaters had, per 
haps, the bettor presence.
